Hanlon  while  stressing  the  seriousness  with 
which  the  Class  of  '51  must  necessarily  face  the 
world  warned  against  any  sort  of  cynical  or  bit- 
ter spirit  in  reacting  to  the  problems  incident 
upon  anyone  living  in  the  business  or  professional 
world  during  the  coming  years. 

The  Solemn  Fligh  Mass  was  sung  by  the 
Philosophate  Choir. 


The  Graduation  Procession  formed  on  the 
first  floor  of  Byrne  Library  and  moved  out  across 
the  campus  and  up  the  Avenue  of  the  Oaks. 
ROTC  cadets  formed  the  vanguard  of  the  aca- 
demic parade  and  bore  the  American  Flag  and 
the  Papal  Flag  as  well  as  the  charter  of  Spring 
Hill. 

Each  of  the  eighty-nine  graduates  wore  the 
bachelor's  gown  with  a  yoke  flaring  out  to  re- 
veal the  Spring  Hill  colors  of  purple  and  white. 
The  front  of  the  yoke  at  the  collar  was  white, 
yellow,  or  burnt  gold  according  as  the  candidate 
was  to  receive  the  Arts,  Science,  or  the  Com- 
merce degree. 


Behind  them  marched  the  faculty.  In  last 
place  was  Fr.  Dean  and  Fr.  President  accompany- 
ing the  speakers  and  recipients  of  honorary  de- 
grees. 

His  excellency,  the  Most  Rev.  T.  J.  Toolen, 
presided  over  the  affair  with  an  easy  grace  and 
charm  that  communicated  itself  to  all  those  on 
the  stage.  The  seniors  wore  their  proper  dignity 
with  an  easy  aplomb.  The  Glee  Club  and  Band 
punctuated  the  proceedings  with  several  enjoy- 
able selections. 

Fr.  Donnelly  gave  his  President's  report  on 
1950-51  in  Spring  Hill  history.    He  ended  with 


an  appeal  to  the  graduates  to  carry  spiritual  val- 
ues into  the  material  world. 

Major  General  Frank  Heilman,  chief  of  the 
Army  Transportation  Corps,  delivered  his  ad- 
dress with  military  directness  and  vigor.  His  ap- 
preciation from  a  military  and  a  world-crisis 
standpoint  of  the  sort  of  education  the  graduates 
had  received  was  penetrating,  timely. 

Then  came  the  awarding  of  degrees,  eighty- 
nine  of  them.  Seventy-seven  of  the  recipients 
wore  the  customary  bachelor's  gowns,  seven  the 
Jesuit  cassock,  and  five  the  habit  of  Brothers  of 
the  Sacred  Heart. 

Two  honorary  degrees  were  rewarded:  one 
to  Mr.  J.  H.  Littlefield,  "Father  of  all  the  Lit- 
tlefields,"  —  there  have  been  five  of  them  at 
Spring  Hill;  the  other  to  Capt.  N.  G.  Nicolson, 
president  of  Waterman  Steamship  Company. 

And  then,  speaking  in  the  honored  place — 
for  this  was  the  graduates'  day ;  ■ —  came  Earl 
Phillips,  elected  by  the  seniors  to  give  the  Vale- 
dictory. His  farewell  was  literary,  Christ-cen- 
tered, deeply  inspiring.  Perhaps  of  all  the  dis- 
tinguished speakers  that  day  he  got  the  closest 
attention  and  most  response  from  the  audience. 


Last  of  all  Fr.  Smith  called  upon  the  Most  Reverend  Bishop  to  speak.    With  a  gusto  and  a  fer- 
vor he  impressed  upon  the  Class  of  '51  the  sum  of  their  advantage  and  the  seriousness  of  their  task. 

Finally  came  the  recessional,  down  from  the  stage,   through  the   crowd   of  parents   and   friends, 
and  out  on  the  campus  once  more,  alumni  now. 


In  the  afternoon  the  Junior  Class  was 
host  to  the  graduates,  their  parents,  dates 
plus  the  faculty  at  a  reception  given  at 
the  Country  Club.  The  Country  Club 
was  also  the  scene  of  the  Graduation 
Prom  held  that  evening.  Proceedings 
opened  with  the  Grand  March  led  by 
Class  President  Larry  McGinn  and  his 
date.  The  graduates'  callout  followed 
with  the  honorees  wearing  their  caps  and 
gowns  for  the  last  time.  At  this  time  the 
dates  of  the  recent  graduates  were  pre- 
sented with  their  favors.  Ed  Sweeney  and 
his  orchestra  furnished  music  for  the  eve- 
ning's dancing.
